“And, therefore, while it seems to 
me that while the name of President 
Wilson must always be revered by 
those who render homage to pur- 
poses almost superhuman, pursued 
with a zeal almost superhuman, yet 
it must none the less be recognized 
thatthis judgment of his countrymen 
was wrong and that by the error of

Ruhr Occupation Discussed. 

The figure demanded by France 
he characterized as a “fanciful 
amount.” But in appraising Ger- 
many and France’s attitude toward 
her it must be recalled, he said, the 
provocation of years that Germany 
bas left as a legacy to France and 
the “suspicion” that weaithy Ger- 
mans have aided the fal¥ of the 
mark to avoid payment of repara- 
tions. 

“T would ask your attention to the 
situation in England as we see that 
situation today,’ he said.

‘It has sometimes seemed to us 
that there is a general view—cer- 
tainly held almost universally in Eu- 
rope—that such is the simplicity of 
British character that that nation 
can be relied upon not merely to 
adopt a course, so far unimitated of 
others, of paying our just debts, but 
that,/we are also to forgive-everyone 
else, whoever they may be, every- 
thing that they may owe us, what- 
ever the cause of that indebtedness 
is.

France’s Attitude. 

“France undoubtedly feels, and in 
many Ways France quite rightly 
feels, that Germany has not paid 
what Germany could pay and thata 
deliberate attempt is being made by 
subterranean manipulations of the 
paper currency to procure a bank- 
ruptcy which may indeed be official, 
but which has no correspondence 
with the actual and ultimately really 
valuable reservoirs of the people 
measured in their material posses- 
sions and their organizing power.

| Using types of boilers common to 
‘the small apartment house and in- 
dividual dwelling, the bureau found 
that the efficidhcy of coke and of 
some grades of bituminous was as 
‘high as that of the best anthracite. 
‘In fact,”” the report said, “two 
‘boilers gave somewhat higter effi- 
eclencies with coke than “with an- 
‘'thracite. The efficiencies obtained 
‘with Pittsburg and Illinois coal 
| (bituminovs) were & co 20 per cent 
‘lower than that obtained with by- 
product coke.” 

The bureau's tests were con- 
ducted at the Pittsburg and Min- 
‘neapolis experiment stations. The 
report from Pittsburg showed that 
10 tone of soft eoal from that lo- 
eallty vould be equal in heating 
values to nine tons of coke or §&% 
tons of anthracite, in the case of 
one type of Loiler, and 10 tons of 
coke, or nine tons of anthracite 
when burned tn the second type. The 
Minneapolis tests showed that 10 
tons of Illinois coal was ecoual to 
7% tons of coke or anthracite when 
burned in the férst type of boller, 
and to’8% tons of coke or gnthra- 
cite when burned in the second or 
larger type. 

“With the same attention to the 
fire.” the bureau's summary de- 
elared, “coke gives 4 much more 
uniform heat than bituminous coal. 
In addition, coke is a clean fuel and 


imakes neither smoke nor soot, an 


advantage difficult to express in 
exact figures. It is nearly as good a 
fuel as domestic sizes of anthracite, 
and if anthracite is unavailable at 
reasonable prices by-product coke 
makes a good substitute.

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AIRPLANE LIMITATION. 


The American Legion has committed itsejf to 
the very commendable project.of promoting the 
limitation bf aff}iane construction for war pur- 
poses. It is amnounced from headquarters that 
a national referendum will be taken of member? of 
Congress, Governors, editors and college presidents, 
and tf the sentiment is found to be favorable the 
President will be asked to call an international con- 
ference on the lines of the Washington conference 
of 19721. . 

Limitation of airplane construction, it may be re- 
called, was considered at the arms conference two 
years ago. Some members of the subcommittee as- 
signed to the subject held that aviation, by adding 
to the facilities of international communication. 
constituéed an influence for the promotion of peace. 

_ The stronger objection to ifmitation was that any 
limitation for war purposes would necessarily inter- 
fere with development for commercial purposes, 

‘since commercial craft would be convertible to 
war craft. The full committee decided that limita- 
tion was impossible at the time, but adopted a reso- 
lution providing for an international commission to 
study the aircraft question with an idea to future 
limitation. 

The commission of jurists created for this pur- 
pose met at The Hague fast December and formu- 
lated 60 articles dealing with aircraft. The next 
step will be for the several Governments to enact 
these regulations into internatiogal law.
